ACTION FOR RECOVERY 

Ia tha Summary Court before 
His Honour Mr. J. Ro Wood 
(Puisne Judge) this morning, 
Suddah Singh, a watchman, sued 
Tanun Cheong of 144. Des Voeux 
Road West, far $2650 (§3.80 
being five days” wages due to the 
plaintiff and $23 being damages 
for wrongful dismissal). - 

Mr. J. H. Gardiner appeared 
for the plainti® and Mr. Blake 
for the defendan*. 

His Lordship in giving judg- 
ment said---In giving judgment 
in this case, | want to make one 
thing the clear to start with. and 
thatis.thatl donotregardthiscase 
as in any way 8 test case for the 
other parties whose names 
appeared on the writ in the first 
instance. I am not going to 
pronounce apy opinion on ths 
merits of their case at the 
presen: time. [t seems to me 
that in order te justify the dis- 
missal of each of them, tha 
defendant firm will have to prave 
some special defauls on the part 
of each man. 

Mr. Blake :—So far as 1 know 
they are not imaking any claim. 

His Lordship:—This is not td 
be a test case on the relations 
between the firm- and the seven 
watchmen. I am merely taking 
this case by itself. I find. then, 
as a fact that plaintiff was 
given notice of dismissal] on the 
13th July, that he was given 
‘pore than 24" hours natice 1 
find that the condition of his 
employment, which was in 
writiog, was tbat in case of any 
default made by him in connection 
with his duties bis employer 
should be at liberty to dismiss 
him by giviog bim 24 hours” 
notice. The quostion for decision 
is whether he had or bad not 
committed suck defaul:. I 
find he was employed as 
a head watchman to. be in 
charge of six other watchmen, 
that it was his duty to ses. that 
these watchmen were on duty, 
two at the time, continuously. 
T find that during recent months 
his employer kad complained to 
him about the way in which the 
watchmen were performing their 
duties. I find that on the 22nd 
Jone a theft occarred in one of the 
houses with regard to which 
these.men were acting as watch- 
men, and that no watchman was 
on duty, also on the 7th July, « 
man was robbed outside one of 
these shops at 11 p.m. and no 
watchman wasonduty. This is 
evidence of neglect of duty by 
the plaintiff. In ‘consequence of 
these facts the Kai Fong held a 
meeting’ on the 22th July, and 
on the following day the 
defendants, who had heen 
enployers of the plaintiff end the 
other watchmen, acting on the 
results of the discussion at this 
meeting, gave notice of dismissal 
to tho plaintiff and the sit waich- 
men. And so far as the plaintif 
is concerned, 1 find that they 
were justified in giving such 
notice and thet the plainthf has 
no cause of action. | Jadgment

Ona case 
bas coma to our notice of where 
an advertisement, relating to a 
six-roomed house to let in 
Kowloon, brought as many a3 
nearly forty replies, And the 
number of private enquiries we 
haar of adda more than ever to 
the conviction that Hongkong’s 
housa shortage is a very real and 
sarions matter. A good many of 
the people at present resident in 
Hotels are there for the simple 
reason that they can get no place 
of their own, though they are 
constantly on the look out, A 
big naw block of flats in Kowloon 
—where rents will be by no 
means low—have’ already been 
bespoken. though they will not 
ba completed for some weeks 
to come, and wherever there 
is a sign of building in 

rogTess more enquiries reach 
the builders than they can satis- 
factorily deal with. Private 
residential hozels are still full to 
overflowing despite increasing 
rates, and one woaders sometimes 
where all the visitors to the 
Colony manage to find room. 
True it is that there is quite a 
deal of building activity in the 
Colony just now. a goodly pro- 
portion of which i being finan- 
cially assisted: by the Govern- 
ment, but we mention the above 
facts to show that there is still 
need for oficial thought and 
action before Hongkong teaches 
a position of housing sufficiency.

In the Summary Court this 
morming, before Pasina Judge, 
Mr, Justice J. R, Wood, there 
came up for hearing the suit of 
‘M.S. Mehta against China Lum, 
for the recovery of $45, baing rent 
due from the defendant to the 
plaintiff in respect af the second 
floor of 24, Ice House Streat, for 
the month of July. 

Mr. A. Rowan appeared for the 
plaintiff, and Mir, Lao d'Almada 
for the defendant. 

Tho ‘plaintiff, examined, stated 
that he was the tanant of 24, Tee 
House Street, and he sub-ler the 
secand floor to the defendant, 
whose tanancy commenced on Ist 
March last. Thera was no writ- 
ten laasa but a verbal agreement 
that the defendant would pay $450 
month in advance. The dafendant 
paid his rent on lat Jone, and on 
the Tth June the plaintiff sent 
the defendant a letter, which 
read as follows —“1 raquire the 
place for possession.on Joly 3ist 
You have ample time to search 
for a housa, and vacate by Js 
July, 1920. Failing to comply with 
my request, as stated, the rent 
will ba charged at the rate of $90 a 
moath.” On the 8th June, the 
defendant went to tha plaintiff and 
told bim that he was willing to 
to quis at. once if the 
plaintiff would refond the rent 
for Jone. The plaintiff? did not 
agree, and the defendant remaio- 
ed in occupation till 6th July. and 
paid no more rent. On 6th Joly, 
he left withont notice. Tha 
plaintiff asked him for rent, and 
he replied that he was not going 
to pay two persona, meaning the 
new land}-rd and the plaintiff. On 
July 13th, the plaintiff caused a 
letter of demand to be sent to the 
defendant. Delendant never 
offered to pay the July rent. In 
the letter of demand the solicitor 
madeas mistake.
